The present Sugar Act pri- 
marily does two things. It first 
gives the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture the authority to set an est- 
imate of the sugar consumption 
requirements of the United 
States. It then goes on to set 
up basic quotas for the various 
Domestic areas as well as for- 
eign countries and provides for- 
mulas for distributing any de- 
ficits that might occur, as well 
as for portioning out the in- 
crease of consumption over the 
basic quotas due to population 
growth in the United States. 

I would like to quote part of 
the language of the Act with 
regards to the consumptive esti- 
mate which very clearly states 
the fundamental purpose of the 
Sugar Act: “The Secretary shall 
determine for each calendar 
year, the amount of sugar need- 
ed to meet the requirements of 
consumers in the Continental 
United States; such determina- 
tions shall be made so as to pro- 
tect the welfare of consumers 
mestic sugar industry by pro- 
and of those engaged in the Do- 
viding such supply of sugar as 
will fairly and equitably main- 
tain and protect the welfare of 
‘the Domestic sugar industry.” 

The present Sugar Act expires 
on December 31, of this year. 


Last fall the various segments 


‘of the Domestic sugar industry, 
after a series of meetings, got 


together on a proposed bill to 
extend the Sugar Act for four 


years with only a few changes. 


The only change of importance 
was to increase the basic quota 
- for Domestic beets by 150,000

The laws of the state on this 
are very strict through inte: 
pretation of the Attorney Gen- 
eral: 

Minors may not play, nor visit 
public places where pool is 
played; 

A municipality may not legal 
ly enforce ordinance permit! 
allowing minors (under 21) to 
visit or play pool public! 

The fine provided is “not ex- 
ceeding One Thousand Dollars 
or twelve months in the county 
jail,” and this is for owners, 
operators or employees of t| 
pool room.

Potatoes Unknown 


ual rains has kept the ground 
soggy and promoted disease: 
some corn was blown over 
the leaves whipped destructive- 
ly; damage estimated at 50 per- 
cent. 

Beans, with possible harvest 
during October from first to 
last suffered the same treatment 
according the corn and reports 
indicate a possible 50 percent 
all damage. Exact acreage 
hard to determine, but. 1500 
,000 acres are mentioned by 
several guessers. 

It is estimated that near 1300 
acres of potatoes were in the 
‘ound at the time of the hur- 
and on Monday and 
y of this week, following 
the Sunday downpour inspection 
disclosed rotted seed in some 
fields. The extent of damage to 
the ultimate harvest cannot be 
determined yet. 

A very small acreage of cab- 
bage is reported and no appar- 
ent serious damage. 

Salad crops, where the plants 
were small suffered from the 
washing away of soil around the 
roots, and a few fields are re- 
ported damaged. 

The greatest damage to cel- 
ery, so far, apparent is the ideal 
conditions for disease which 
causes extra spraying and dust- 
ing. 

Around the clock pumping 
from fields has been possible 
because the level of the main 
canals have been kept within 
the banks by C & SF pumps at 
the Lake and at the extremi- 
ties of the agricultural area 
on WPB, Hillsboro and NN Riv- 
er.

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POLIO SHOTS 


An American Medical Association news re- 

lease deals with the “anatomy of apathy.” 
s about polio. It recalls the days of terrible 
epidemics, when victims were struck down on a 
mass scale. Then, in 1955, came the Salk vaccine 
which, when given in properly spaced shots, was 
80 per cent effective against paralytic polio. In 
1957, cases dropped to a low of 2,499. 

Then, as the release puts it, “We all went to 
sleep.” The number of paralytic polio cases has 
steadily increased. In some communi epide- 
mics have appeared once again. 

Does this mean that the vaccine has failed? 
Dr. Alexander Langmuir, chief of Epidemiology 
in the Government's Communicable Disea 
ter, has the answer to that question. He sa 
not a failure of the vaccine. It's a failure 
people to use it. Eighty per cent of the par: 
cases are in the unvaccinated or incompletely vac- 
cinated group."

ARE THE SCHOOLS IN A BAD FIX? 


Both the parties have adopted planks endors- 
ing federal aid to education. They differ in detail, 
but so far as principle is concerned they pretty 
much resemble the old comis strip characters 
“Mike and Ike —They look alike.” 


The question that arises from this is simple: 
“Are our schools in so bad a fix that the only 
solution is federal aid, federal money, and grow- 
ing federal control?" 


Some facts produced by the Citizens Public 
Expenditures Survey may help you reach an an- 


swer. 


Is there a classroom shortage? Hardly— 
since the end of World War II we have built, 
without federal handouts, 680,000 classrooms— 
more than half of all in use. 


Isthere a teacher shortage? If so, it's hard to 
pin down. There are 47.6 per cent more teachers 
now than in the 1949-50 period. The number of 
pupils has increased too, of course, but to a lesser 
degree—44.9 per cent. 


Have the teachers' salaries lagged seriously 
behind? It doesn't look that way. In the last 11 
years these salaries have increased by 99.8 per- 
cent—almost doubled—while the cost of living 
has increased by only 23.6 per cent, according to 
the government's Consumers Price Index. 


Has the publie been niggardly in its spend- 
ing on schools? Again, it doesn't look that way. 
This spending increased from $5.8 billion in 1949- 
50 to 3155 billion in 1959-60—a jump of 167.9 per 
cent. Putting it another way, we spent 0.37 
for each pupil in 1949-50; now we spend $481 


No doubt politica! consideration dictated the 
federal aid-to-education planks in the platforms. 
But they certainly aren't backed up otherwise.

BPW Club Warned 
Beware Food-Fads 


“The most widespread quack- 
ery today is in the field of nut- 
rition,” Miss Mary Ann Marsh- 
bourne, nutrition consultant for 
Palm Beach County Health De- 
partment told members of the 
BPW Club at their Monday 
night meeting. 

Discussing food fads, food 
falacies, diets and nutrition pro- 
blems she urged the group not 
to be taken in by “Crash” diets; 
assured them that Glades grown 
vegetables are not lacking in 
minerals and vitamins; remind- 
ed them to beware of any diet 
based on one or two foods, that 
food intake is the governing 
factor in weight control and for 
a real obesity problem to see 
your family doctor every time. 

“Lose a few pounds slowly, on 
your own, by eating moderately 
and using enough of the basic- 
four food groups to sustain good 
health,” she emphasized. 

Quoting the American Med- 
ical Association, Miss Marsh- 
bourne told the group that "Ten 
million Americans are bilked 
of $500,000,000 a year by nut- 
rition nonsense . . . and endan- 
gering their health at the same 
time." "The United States Post 
Office reports “The problem of 
food and drug frauds through 
the mail is so big it scares us 
green,” she quoted. 

In summing up, she advised: 
Buy and serve the most nutri- 
tious foods you can afford ser- 
ving balanced meals according 
to “The Basic Four" (Dairy 
Foods, Meats, Fruits and Veget- 
ables, breads and cereals); eat 
enough, but not too much, of 
the right foods and see your 
doctor if overweight is a real 
problem; With any food fad 
idea ask yourself "Is this really 
for my health or his pocket- 
book?" Would my doctor ap- 
prove?
